Remarks 

Claims 1-6 are pending in this application. 

It is pointed out in the office action mailed January 16, 
2004 that the declaration filed on December 9, 2003 under CFR 
1.131 has been considered but is ineffective to overcome the 
Reed et al. reference, and that the evidence submitted is 
insufficient to establish a reduction to practice of the 
invention in this country or a NAFTA or WTO member country 
prior to the effective date of the Reed et al reference. 

Attached is a declaration under 37 CFR 1.131 stating that 
prior to February 17, 2001 the claimed invention was conceived 
by the inventors of this application in the United States and 
was reduced to practice in the United States prior to February 
17, 2001. Attached to the declaration under 37 CFR 1.131 are 
exhibits A through H which corroborate that the invention was 
reduced to practice in the United States in September of 2000 
prior to the effective date of the Reed et al. reference. 

In view of this, it is respectfully submitted that Reed 
is not a citable reference and all of the claims remaining in 
the application are in condition for allowance. The cited 
Ukrainczyk reference alone is not relevant to the 
patentability of the claims.
